Three of the party were killed and 
one injured The d<'ad are: .Morris 
O Connell, Mrs. Mums O'Connell, Mrs. 
Frank Cranmer. Injured: Frank 
Cranmer. 

O'Conaell and bis wife were enter- 
taining the Cranmer couple, whose 
home is in B.-adford county. During 
the eveniiiK tliey visited relatives in 
this city, and at 1:3U a. m. atarted to 
return to the home of the O'Connella. 
When they reached the crossing at 
South Wilkesbarre a frelrht train was 
blockatliriK it .\s soon as the freight 
train moved out the party si.iitid to 
crosM the tracks but did not notice 
the approaching paaaenger train from 
another direction. The engineer of 
the express failed to see the people 
on the track until the loeoniotive had 
ploughed Into them. Th*- two woni'n 
weie burled a great distance into the 
air. and when picked up were dead. 
Both bodies were badly mnngNd Mr. 
O flonnell had both legs ami one arm 
broken. He was taken to a hospital, 
where he died in a short time. Mr. 
Cranmer waa able to step from the 
track before being struck with full 
force, and escaped with slight injuries.

THE MARYLAND FRANCHISB LAW. 

The new fraiichiM regulatioo io Mary- 
land •lo»>(i no difT-r fnentially from the 
MaM8< lnisptttH and Connpfiii tit acts lim- 
itioflr the suffrage to persons who can 
read atid write, says the Philadelphia 
Recorcl. Thert- in ii<i apecial authority 
conferred on election board«, no suKges- 
tioD or discrimlDation between racee, 
cla88^B or conditionB ot men. All those 
who cannot retid and write, whether 
white, black, red or brown, ar* barred 
from voting in Maryland. 

As a larice proportion of the illiterate 
vote in the State has heretofore been 
classed as Republican the most strenuous 
objections to the law have naturally 
emanated from that poli iial quarter, 
and tba partisan threat of inter- 
ference in Contrrets has been renewed 
accordiiijjly. There may he aoiue si^iniii 
cance in such a menaca this time, in 
view of the proximity of the Stats to 
the l\Mlerii] cHpifal and ptrong prohabil 
ity of Republican defeat with u restricted 
ballot. In other Statei where intalli' 
fjence has been made a pre-re(]ui8ite to 
the exercise of the euflrage no change of 
political domination has followed, so 
that discussion of the matter has not 
been sharpened by a sense of partisan 
loaa of power.

The greed of the tiusts finally has re- 
sulted iQ an order to clooe the branch 
hospital. The order wlU bo obeyed May 

Ist. Fifty patients, representing all 
stages of conoamption and kindred dis- 
loea which the medleal fratamltT pro- 
nounce more dangerouH thiin small-pox, 
and that have been rushed to isolation at 
the branch InstltotkNi ooon as discov- 
ered, will now be returned to the heart 
of the city, all because the trusts have 
put the City Hospital into a hole. 

Such was the etar development at the 
m luthly meeting Friday of the Trustees 
of the Cii.cinnati Hospital. 

"The trusts have increased the cost of 
the bsre neoeooltiee of the hospital $19,- 
(HX) tliufl far this year," said Superintend- 
ent Fehrenbatcb. ' I mean that the 
tmsts have piled on tl9,000 of additional, 
extortionate profit for themeelves. For 
a like amount of coal as last year, and 
the oama kind of coal, we have to pay 
$3,000 more this year. The same kind of 
alcohol we had last year costs us 100 per 
cent, more this year. And so it goes on 
down clear through the list of all the ne- 
cessities of the hospital. 

"The result is that the City Hospital 
to-day is f6.000 to t6,000 behind, and 
continuing to ran behind $1,000 a month. 
The number of patients to-day is 151 per 
ceiit. greater than for years, and yet we 
have 00 additional approprlatlona made 
to us." 

These are the facts that resulted in 
theTrnotees voting unanimously an or- 
der closing the branch hospital May 1. 
The necessity for the step was plainly 
not relished by any of them. They 
viewed it simply as unavoidable. Dr. 
Holmes, of the board, said it would save 
$1,200 to $1,500 a month. Superintend- 
ent Fehrenbatcb concurred in tbio view. 
The coal and light eeem to be the princi- 
pal things that will be saved. As to the 
people employed at the branch, one 
doctor, one head nurae and olz nurses, 
three ward mates, two engineers and one 
hostler, it is not yet decided what dispo- 
sition will be made of them. 

The order calls for the closing to be 
from May 1 to October 1. With the 
finances in the dlatreao that they are it 
io considered a matter of speculation 
whether there will be a re-opening Oc- 
tober 1. 

Another relief measure that was unan- 
imously voted carried an appeal to the 

City Attorney to prepare an ordinance 
asking the city for $7,500 for the hoo- 
pital.
